PLANTING SUGGESTIONS—Walnut-Chestnuts 

I suggest you start out with a planting of walnut 60 x 60 
feet, this makes 12 per acre. Then set a chestnut between 
each walnut on the row making 12 chestnuts per acre. 
This gives you a nice balance in space and soil use for the 
walnut is tall and deep rooted and the chestnut is more 
shallow rooted with a lower head. Plus a 60 ft. middle for 
farming.
